REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


In submitting our annual report of the condition of 


the schools which have been under our care curi ing the 


—- ~~ 


vear, we take pleasure in the announcement that, in the — 


various branches taught, and in the degree of discipline 
attained, the result has been most satisfactory. In the 
fall terms, of school the advance has been more’ marked 
and the improvement seems to have been greater than at 
any other period since the schools came under our super- 
vision. 

A serious hindrance to their complete success has been 
occasioned by the great diversity of text books now in 
use in some of the schools, and an evil of. still ereater 
magnitude common to them all, is the irregularity ‘of at- 
tendance. This last named faite is one, the correction 
of which, rests almost wholly with the parents ; their co- 
operation is absolutely necessary to secure regularity in 
attendance, and that submission to authority which is 
the duty of every citizen, and can best be learned in ear- 
ly life. in the home and in the school. Could parents 
foresee the almost certain loss and injury that will come 
to those who have been allowed in early life to neglect 


the opportunities they have had for attending school, we 


should have little need of repeatedly calling their atten- 
tion to this evil of non-attendance. 

The school buildings have been greatly improved dur- 
ing the year, and with few exceptions, are now in a fair- 
ly good condition. The Island school house has been 
el: apboarded and painted, the one at Tower Hill painted, 
and the Kast Candia school house has been shingled, and 

the shed belonging to the same, clapboarded and painted. 
In the way of apparatus the school rooms have each been 
supplied with a globe.

- For the coming year other repairs are urgently need- 
ed. The Island school house is without a suitable place 
‘to store the wood in, and wise economy would seem to 
demand that one should be built for that purpose. For 
this, and needed repairs on other school buildings, we 
would respectfully urge an appropriation. 

The school buildings in the former districts known as 
5, 7 and 14, are useless to us and it is extremely doubt- 
ful whether the school population will ever so far in- 
crease as to demand their use again. They are fast fall- 
ing into a condition of decay and in a short time will 
have little or no value; for this reason they should be 
_ disposed of at once. An article has been inserted in the 
district warrant looking to this end and we recommend 
- favorable action upon it. 

The following statistics form a part of the report to 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction. Whole No. of 
_ scholars enrolled during the year, 207. Of this number 
32 have pursued the studies included in the ‘higher 
branches.” Average attendance, 154. Amount paid 
for teachers salaries, $1179.45. Average wages paid 
female teachers per month, $22.92, male teachers, 
_ $25.66. No. of official visits made by school board, 42.
